Sending Parcels to the 
Front 


Important Notice 


The department is in receipt of 
applications to have parcels ad-- 
dressed to our soldiers in France 
sent free or at reduced rates of 
postage, there evidently being an 
impression that the Department 
has control of these rates and 
could do as it wished, but this 
is not so, as the question of post- 
age is fixed by International 
agreement, so that it.s not within 
the ‘power of the Canadian 
Post Office Department to under- 
take to carry the parcels free or 
at a reduced rate of postage. Un- 
der International law, provision 
is made forthe free tansmission 
of parcels for prisoners of war,but 
this privilege does not extend to 
parcels for troops engaged in 
active service, nor is it within the 
power of the Department to ex- 
tend it, — 

The rates of postage required 
on parcels addressed to troops 
depends upon the location: of the 
addressee. If the addressee is in 
England, the rate on parcels to, 
England applies, which is 12 
cents per pound; whilst, if it is 
in France, the parcels are subject 
to the rates applicable to parcels 
to France, which are as follows :

These are exactly the same 
charges which existed for years

before the war and must charge

Crawl to Freedom 
From German Camp 


Two British Prisoners of War Cu. 

Barbed Wire and Flee at Night 

An interesting account of the es- 
cape from Germany of two: prisoners 
of war, one a sergeant and the other 
a private of a British light infantry 
regiment, has just come to light 
through the audience granted by the 
king at Buckingham Palace to Ser- 
geant Birley and Private Haworth. 

King George personally questionca 
the two soldiers at great Jength re- 
garding their escape. The story told 
by Sergeant Birley wag particularly 
interesting: 

“It took us just four days and five 
nights to get free of German soil af- 
ter we, had once broken out of our 
prison at Westphalia,” the sergeant 
said, “l went to the front with my 
regiment, the Ist Gloucesters, as sGon 
as the war broke out, and was cap- 
tured on October 9, 1914, near Ypres. 


On the way to the prison camp In 
Westphalia we were pretty roughly 
treated. One night fifty-three of us 


were locked in a church and had no- 
thing to eat for more than twenty- 
four hours, At last they emptied a 
bread onto the floor 
and left us a bueket of water. During 
the train juorney fifty-three of us 


{were cramined into a closed railway 


van Sor fifty-six hours. Only once were 
we allowed to get our. and that for a 
few minutes. 


“Ati the camp I made several plans 
for escaping, but never got a Yavor- 
able opportunity, 1 managed to get} 
myself transferred to another camp 
and {here began to make my plans 
iwhich have sneceeded so well. 

“It was nof an easy matter. The 
‘inp was, of course, surrounded by 
high barbed wire fencing, On each of 
its four fronts a sentry was posted 
and at night rour powerrul acetylene

In the nights that fol- 
lowed the dogs always smeit us when 
i we were stealing apples in the orci 
ards. Mor three days we had no other 
food but apples. 

“dt wasn't safe to travel by day. Al- 
though we had plenty of tobacco, 1 
had laid it down that there was to be 
no smoking day or night until we 
were out of the country. The sinell of 
Ienglish tobacco might easily put an 
inquisitive German on our track. 

“When we peter crossed the 
trontier into Holland, so cramped 
with sleeping out in the wet and our 
feet swollen and bleeding we could 
hardly stand. ‘The first Duteh farm.

Why Labor is Opposed 
To Compulsion 


Fight Against Conscription is an 
Economic One 
Labor troubles in Jngland nave 


been much exaggerated by the press 
and by others whose motives are 
economic and not patriotic, according 
to Frnest Bevin and Charles Ammon, 
fraternal delegates of the British 
trades conference, to the annual con- 
vention of the American Federation 
of Labor, held in San Francisco. 

“Laboring men of England affiliated 
with the various unions are firmly op- 
posed to conscription,” said Mr. Bevin. 
“We are now enlisting as fast as 
exemptions from military service will 
permit, and insinuations that we are 
not loyal to the government are re- 
sented. Under the law employees of 
the railroads, docks, telegraph, trans- 
port and postal services are exempt 
from military service, as well ag all 
‘employees of the munition works. The 
number of men thus employed in 
England can be safely placed at about 
1,000,000. If conscription comes to 
pass the government would not be 
awble to add to the army more than 
$00,000 men without crippling indus- 
trjal conditions. 

“Under the present volunteer sys- 
tem we are adding men to the forces 
for field duty faster than they can be 
equipped. . 

“Our fight against conscription is 
an economic one, having in view pos- 
sible conditions that will exist after 
the war is over. What we have now 
representS more than a hundred 
jyears of concerted action and work, 
and to ask us to give up these condi- 
tions and accept ‘conscription is ask- 
ing more than is required of landlords 
and manufacturers.” 

Mr. Bevin also said that) labor 
unions were not opposed to women 
taking positions previously held = by 
men jin industrial pursuits. 

“All that we ask is that women be 
not introduced into factories and rail- 
way work at less pay than is accorded 
to men, In most of the factories where 


women are now employed they are 
being trained under the direction of 


our members, the only provision heing 
that ther go in at pay that is the mini- 
mun accorded to men under the same

I ‘HE sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter sestion 


of available Dominion land in) Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or A‘berta. Applicant must appear 
in perron at) the Dominion Lands Ageney or 
Sub-Agency for the District. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any Dominion Land Agenry (but not 
Sub-Agency), on eertain condiiions. 

Daties--Six months’ residence upon and cultva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within ning miles of his homestead 
ona farm of at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required, except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six years 
after earning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation, Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
svon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside 
six months in each of three years, cultivate $0 acres 
and erect a house worth $390.00, 

The area of cullivation is subject to daduciion in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land, Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain con- 
ditions.

HE drendnaught Michigan, 
Captain Albert P. Niblack 
commanding, is the new battle 
champion of the United States 

navy, an honor-held until a short time 
ago by the fleet flagship Wyoming. 

The red pennant with the black ball 
{n ‘the center, which designates the 
champion, was recently hauled down 
from the Wyoming and hauled up on 
the Michigan. The battle efficiency 
championship {s the greatest of all fleet 
honors, and the Michigan is the first 
ship to win that honor twice. Six years 
ago she was the champion, when Cap- 
taln N. R. Usher, now a rear admiral, 
was her commander, 


The Michigan won the championship 
with a record of 73.614 points. The su- 
perdreadnaught Texas is second with 
71.992, the battleship Georgia third 
with 71.101 and the Kansas fourth 
with 69.458. The New York stands 
eighth and the old champion, the Wy- 
oming, ninth in the list of merit. 

The destroyer Patterson is the battle 
champion of the vessela of that class, 
with a record of 90.907, The McDou- 
gal is second with 85.272 and the Fan- 
ning third with 84.508. Of the sub- 
marine flotilla the battle efficiency 
championship has been won by the 


K-8 with the wonderful record of 
98.200, with the C-3 second with 77.018 
and the B-3 third with 75.011. 
Georgia Leads In Gunnery. 

In gunnery alone the Georgia leads 
the first line ships with a record of 
89.347, the Texas second with 67.886 
and the Wyoming third with 61.321. 
The Michigan is fourth in gunnery 
with 68.314. The battle efficiency rec- 
ord takes in everything—target work, 
torpedo work, day and night maneu- 
vers and engineering efficiency. 

The Patterson also holds the gunnery

New Bombardments In Belgium Ruin Recent Repairs

HILE the damage inflicted 
in Belgium ts being re- 
paired by the Germans, It 
can never be replaced. 

And almost as fast as Improvements 
are made they are again demolished. 


First It was the Germans who marched 
through the Httle country, destroying 
everything that their big shells struck. 
Now It ig the allles who are inflicting 
the destruction. 


With the Garman. intrenched 


throughout the country, 


British and 

French armies are throwing millions of 

shells into the country in efforts to dis- 
lodge the foe. 

One of the most disastrous bom- 

bardments took place near the coast 


in the recent drive by the British. 

But the traveler finds conditions in 
Belgium pretty much the same as be- 
fore the war started except for the 
fact that all men have left. They are 
for the most part in the army. George 
B. McClellan of Princeton university 
made a trip through that country re- 
cently, and his descriptions of the ac- 
tual He 
says: 

“The railway fares have all been 
raised, as they have everywhere on the 
continent, and luggage Is taxed not by 
weight, as formerly, but at the rate of 
2.60 francs.per trunk, On the railways. 
as everywhere else in Belgium, both 
German and Belgian money circulates 
side by side at the rate of 1 mark, 
equal to 1.25 francs. Once inside the 
Belgian frontier no further formality 
{g necessary {n moving from place to 
place unless one wishes to visit elther 
the firing line or a fortress, in elther 
of which events a further permission 
{gs necessary. 

“Everywhere we went the land was 
well cultivated. Every inch of soil seem- 
ed to be employed, and there was cer- 
tainly neither waste land nor were 
there crops rotting in the flelds, There 
were more men of military age work- 
ing on the farms than wo had seen in 
elther Germany, Switzerland or France. 

“There is apparently no lack of cat- 
tle, sheep and poultry, although we 
saw no signs of the 16,000,000 pigs the 
Germans are alleged to have driven 
into Belgium to devastate the land. 
The cows grazing in the pastures 
seemed as sleek and numerous as 
usual. If the Germans have helped 
themselves to cattlo, as has been 
charged, they have left a great num- 
ber untouched. 

“There were many soldiers In evi- 
dence, almost all middle aged men be- 
longing to the landsturm, all the pri- 
vates carrying their rifles when on 
leave as a precaution against attack, 
although few soldiers have been mur- 
dered since the early days of the oc- 
cupation, 

“Eighteen old and new newspapers 
are published in Brussels. All of the 
newspapers whose proprietors cared 
to continue them still appear, and In 
addition several new ones have been 
started. They are allowed to print the 
allies’ war bulletins and to comment 
with surprising freedom on the war 
news. While the enemles' newspapers 
may not be sold in Belgium, all of the 
Dutch newspapers are permitted, re- 
gardless of whether they aro for or 
against Germany.”
